No. 16-2!92~HA.—^The National Committee on 
Use of Plastics in Agriculture (NCPA) was original¬ 
ly set up under the Department of Chemicals & 
Petrochemicals in 1981. The Committee was recons¬ 
tituted in 1986 and again in 1989. In order to 
make this committee more effective and to focus its 
endeavours in a more coordinated manner for pro¬ 
moting the use of plastics in a^culture, it has been 
decided to reconstitute the Na.ional Committee on 
Use of Plastics in Agriculture (hereinafter' referred 
to as the Committee) under the Department of 
Agriculture & Cooperation, as under :

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2. The tenns cf reference of the Coramitttee would 
be as under :— 

(i) To prepare plans for use of plastics in agri¬ 
culture with a view to increase agricultural 
producivity with special reference to opti¬ 
mising the use of available water resources, 
improving quality of the product, and re¬ 
ducing post harvest losses. 

(ii) To recommend suitable policy measures such 

as fiscal policy subsidy, assistance lo farmers 
etc. for promotion as use of plastics in agri- 
cuiture. 

(iii) To suggest strategies for propogation and in¬ 

creased adoption of various plasticulturc ap¬ 
plications with special reference to drip irri¬ 
gation systems, green houses, muloching, 
packaging, etc. 

(iv) To arrange promotion of Research and Deve¬ 

lopment to build data base, to assist in 
prescribing quality standards for plastics 
used in agriculture, water management, etc. 

(v) To supervise and monitor effectively the im¬ 
plementation of Plasticulturc Distt. Pro¬ 
gramme (PDF) and Plasticulturc Develop¬ 
ment Ccnires (PDQ in particular and over¬ 
all development of plasticulturc in general. 


(vj) Any other matter connected with promotion 
of plasticulture in the country. 

3, The term of the Committee will initially be for 
a pjffod of three years. Ihe non-official members 
shall hold office during the ^easure of President. 
The Coramit.ee shall meet as often as necessary but at 
least twice in a year. The Committee shall submit its 
reports to the Govemroen’ on annual basis, 

4. The Secretarial assistance required for the Com¬ 
mittee will continue to be provided by the Central 
Coordination Cell consisting of personnel drawn from 
the Indian Petrochemicals Ltd. 

5. The expenditure on TAjDA of the Vice-chan¬ 
cellors of A^iculturai Universities and the non-offi¬ 
cial members in connection with the journeys un¬ 
dertaken on Committee’s business will be set out of 
the funds allocated for the Committee. The corres¬ 
ponding expenditure in re.spect of other ex-officio 
mem.bers will be home by their respective Depart¬ 
ments. 

6. The Government may make suitable changes in 
the composition and the terms of reference, etc. of 
the Committee if required.
